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EXAMINER'S AMENDMENT

Authorization for this examiner's amendment was given in a telephone interview 
with Mr. Leo H. McCormick, Jr. (Reg.

The application has been amended as follows: 

IN THE SPECIFICATION: 

In the Abstract: 

In line 6, "means" has been changed to -sleeves-. 

The above change has been made to exclude legal phraseology "means" from 
language of the Abstract. 

IN THE CLAIMS: 

In claim 2, lines 2-3, "advantageously three studs," have been deleted. 
In claim 4, line 1 , "the preceding claim" have been changed to -Claim 3-, 
In claim 6, line 1 , "the preceding claims" have been changed to -Claim 5--, 
In claim 10, line 1" the preceding claim" have been changed to -Claim 9-, 
In claim 11, line 1, "the preceding claim" have been changed to -Claim 10--, 
In claim 12, line 2, "the preceding claim" have been changed to -Claim 1 1~. 
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The above changes to the claims have been made to overcome rejection under 
35 use § 112 and to clarify claim dependency. 

Reasons for allowance 
The following Is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 
The instant invention is deemed to be directed to an unobvious improvement to a 
supply device of braking fluid for a braking system over U.S. Patent No. 5,826,845 
which teaches a supply device 10 of braking fluid for a braking system, comprising at 
least one reservoir 14 for supplying a master cylinder, and a rigid support 16 for said 
reservoir 14, the said reservoir 14 comprising means for flow of braking fluid in braking 
system. 

The improvement comprises first attachment means able to collaborate with 
second attachment means borne by the rigid support, the first attachment means and 
the second attachment means comprising male and female elements collaborating with 
one another, and elastic means being inserted between the male elements and the 
female elements characterized in that the means for flow of braking fluid and the first 
attachment means are separate. 

Any comments considered necessary by applicant must be submitted no later 
than the payment of the issue fee and, to avoid processing delays, should preferably 
accompany the issue fee. Such submissions should be clearly labeled "Comments on 
Statement of Reasons for Allowance." 
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Prior Art 

Prior art made of record but not relied upon is considered pertinent to Applicant's 
disclosure and consist of five patents. 

La Brie (2,095,752) is cited to show a reservoir, a rigid support, connection for 
flow of fluid but fails to teach attachment male and female elements collaborating with 
each other and elastic sleeve. 

Dick (2,241,188) Is cited to show a reservoir, a rigid support, connection for flow 
of fluid but fails to teach attachment male and female elements collaborating with each 
other and elastic sleeve. 

Come (4,217,922) is cited to show a reservoir, and connection for flow of fluid 
but fails to teach attachment female elements collaborating with each other and elastic 
sleeve and a rigid support. 

Murata (4,346,865) is cited to show a reservoir, a rigid support, connection for 
flow of fluid but falls to teach attachment male and female elements collaborating with 
each other and elastic sleeve. 

Robinson (6,098,949) is cited to show attachment male and female elements 
collaborating with each other and elastic sleeve, and a rigid support, but fails to teach a 
reservoir having connection for flow of fluid.
